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REPORT OF PRINCIPAL AND SCHOOL IMPROVEMENT COUNCIL

Located in the heart of downtown Easley, East End Elementary School served an
average of 550 students in grades kindergarten through five. Our dedicated, caring staff
worked alongside our parents and community to equip our students to become
knowledgeable and successful.

East End students distinguished themselves in both the arts and sciences. Students
participated in the district celebration of Youth Art Month and our PTO sponsored a
Heritage Night at our school. With "Smiling Faces, Beautiful Places" as our theme, there
were numerous activities for students and parents to enjoy including dancing, silent art
auction, storytellers, an author who read her book, military drill teams and milk, our state
beverage.

Students attended performances at the Peace Center for the Performing Arts and at
Furman University. Two of our students were winners at the AOP Regional Science Fair.
Our spelling bee and geography bee winners competed at the district level competitions.
Our book fair provided an opportunity to purchase good reading material and helped
raise funds for our media center. Third graders traveled to Columbia to visit the Capitol,
State Museum, and Riverbanks Zoo and fourth graders toured downtown Greenville.

We continued to stress the importance of family. By celebrating Muffins for Moms and
Donuts for Dads we gave family members opportunities to visit the school and see the
children’s work. We contributed to Country Santa at Christmas and to United Christian
Ministries food drive at Thanksgiving. We participated in Jump Rope for Heart for the
American Heart Association and collected a record amount of donations. Our school
volunteers were honored at a faculty reception in May.

Our school was named a Palmetto Gold and Silver winner. We were able to purchase
materials for the new Science lab, printers, digital cameras, and ink cartridges with our
award money. Our PTO fundraiser collected enough money to purchase window blinds
and televisions for our new building.

Our faculty continued to be involved in community projects and to participate in
professional development activities. Our faculty received training in implementing "Write
from the Beginning" as a school-wide writing program. Faculty members were inspired by
Marcia Tate who helped them focus on brain-based teaching strategies. We also read
"Tools for Teaching" as our Book Chat selection. Members of our SIC attended the fall
SIC regional conference in Greenville. Our faculty contributed to the United Way, paid to
wear denim on National Denim Day sponsored by the Susan G. Komen Breast Cancer
Foundation, and contributed to the school district's Teacher Forum Scholarship Fund.

Our faculty staff, students and parents were thrilled to make the move into our wonderful,
new facility and to bid the portable classrooms "good-bye." With the completion of the
new media center and cafeteria the last construction phase is finished. We will now be
able to "Soar with the Eagles."
